The Convention Called for Wednesday, July 19th— 
Election of Delegates audthe Day on Which It 
Wii be Done-S2m2 Important Reso- 
lutions Adopted—Other Business. 


Persuant to a call from Hon. L. M. Tram- 
mell, chairman of the state democratic exec- 
‘utive committee, that body met in the break- 
fast room of the Kimball house at 2 o'clock 
p.m., Wednesday, May 18th, and was called 
ioorder by the chairman, who stated the ob- 
ject of the meeting to be for the purpose of 
appointing atime to hold aconvention for 
nominating a governor, state house officers 
and congressman at large, and for such other 
purposes as the body might think for the ben- 
efit of the democratic party of the state. Tie 
following members were in attendance:

The committee was then ready forthe busi 
pessof the day. Hon. Tyler M. Peeples 
offered a resolution calling the state nomipa- 
ting convention for the first Wednesday in 
August. Mr. Lamar suggested the 26th of 
Juue. Mr. Hobbs moved to make it July 
I2Zth. Mr. Lamar withdrew his resolution in 
favor of that proposed by Mr. Hobbs, 
Mr. Peeples nade a short argument in favor 
of the time proposed in his -resolution. Mr. 
Howell favored the resolution of Mr. Hobbs. 
and’ Mr. Shuinate suggested as a compromise 
measure, that Wednesday, July 19, be made 
the day. Mr. Wellborne spoke in favor of 
Mr. Peeples’scresolution. Mr. Hawkins fa- 
vored the adoption of Mr. Hobbs’s resolution. 
Pending the discussion, the following reso- 
lution was introduced by Mr. Newman, of 
luiton: 

Resolved, That a convention of the democratic 
party of Georgia is hereby called to meet at the 
eapitol, in the city of AUlanta, at —— o'clock on 
—., the day of July, 1882, for the purpose of 
nominating caudidates for governor, attorney gen- 
eral,.secretary of state, comptroller general, treas- 
urer, and congressman for the state at large. 

Resolved further, That each county in the state 
shali be entitled to douvle the number of votes 
in said convertion that it has members in the 
house of representatives in the state. 

The blanks were filled in by inserting 12 
o'clock, Wednesday, July 19th, as the time 
for the assembling of the convention, and the 
resolution as a whole was then adopted. 
The tvullowing resolution was then offered 
by Mr. Colley, and adopted: 

{n accordance with the previous action of this 
committee; 

Resolved, That each county in choosing its dele- 
gates to the convention be urgently requested to 
exp ess its desire as to whether the convention 
shall, in nominating candidates, observe the two- 
thirds or the majority rule, and communicate its 
action through its delegates to the convention. 

The following resolution was offered by 
Mr. Cabaniss: 

Resolved, That we recommend the executive 
committees of the democratie party in the various 
countie- of the state to have delegates elected to 
the state convention on the first Tuesda. in July 
next by county cunver.uons or primary elections, as 
may be decmed best by the executive committees, 

Mr, Grimes o'Tered the following asa sub- 
Stitutie, Which was accepted by Mr, Cabaniss, 
and adopted: 

Kesolved, Theat &sto the mode and manner of 
selecting deleeatesto the convention. whether by 
county nominations or mass-meeting or preliminary 
election, we leave to the wisdom of the democracy 
vi each county to decide for themselves, and we 
suggest as the day for final action and selection of 
de egutes the first Tuesday of July. 

Mr. Grimes also offered the following reso- 
lution which was adopted: 

Resolved, Thai the several counties in this State 
are varnestly requested in the selection of delegates 
t» tbe nominating convention to select men 
who they sre assured will attend the 
convention and persoually discharge the 
trust reposed in them, for we deem it unwise and 
inexpedient for delegates to trausfer their author- 
ity to persons not selected by the democracy of the 
several counties. We recommend that the county 
conventions select alternates to take the places of 
any delegates Whe may be persoually unable to at- 
tend the convention. , 

After the adoption of the above resolution, 
Mr. Shumate offered the following resolution, 
which was listened to with marked attention, 
and was unanimously passed by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That we profoundly regret the serious 
iliness of the Hon Benjamin H. Hiil, who repre- 
sents Geergin in the United States senate with abil- 
ity so conspicuous as to command the admiration 
of the American people; that we sympathize with 
him in his severe suffering, and with his fam- 
ily in their pxinful anxiety; that we sin- 
terely hope that he will soon be restored to 
the country in the full vigor of his splendid pow- 
ers. and that the nation will not be deprived of 
Fo wise a statesman and his section of so eloquent 
an advocate, 

On moton of Mr. Lamar, the secretary was 
directed to transmit a copy of the resolutvion 
to Senator Hiil. Mr. Newman offered a reso- 
lution of thanks to the proprietors of the 
Kimball House forthe use of the room, and 
a resolution that the democratic papers of the 
state give due publicity to the 
action of the committee. Mr. 
Howell offered a motion that the com- 
mittee adjourn, to meet at 2 o’clock p.m., on 
July 18th. unless soorer called together by 
the chairman. The motion was adopted and 
the chairman declared the meeting adjourned.

THE FIVE PER CENT LAND BILL. 


The Bank Extension Bill in the Nouse—Mr. Ham. 
mond’s Amend meut. 

WasHiIncton, May 18.—In the senate a bill 
appropriating $22,271 to reimburse. certain 
citizens of Henderson, Tenn., for excessive 
assessments levied upon them by General 
Grant in 1862, was passed. The five per cent 
land bill was taken up as unfinished business. 
Mr. Saulsbury’s amendment prohibiting the 
states receiving money from applying any of 
it to pay agents employed to procure it, was 
moditied by Mr. Beck by adding thereto the 
words, ‘‘except this be in accordance with the 
laws of the state passed after the pussage 
of this act.’’ Adopted. Mr. Morgan offered 
an amendment which was accepted by the 
friends of the bill requiring the payment of 
five per cent to be made in cash instead of 
bonds. The bill then went over. The bill 
appeoprieting fifty thousand dollars four a 
public building at Greensboro, N. C., was 
passed; after an executive session the senate 
adjourned. ¢ 

THE BANK EXTENSION BILL, 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—In.+the house, on 
motion of Mr. Wise, of Virginia, a bill was 
passed changing the boundaries of the 40th 
collection district of Virginia, and making 
New Port Newsa port ofentry. The house 
then resumed consideration of the bank char 
ter extension bill, the pending question be- 
ingon the amendment offered by Mr. Buck- 
ner, of Missouri, reducing -the period for 
which banks may extend their charters from 
twenty to ten years. Jhe amendment was 
rejeciled—yeas 92, nays 116. Mr. Kobertson, 
of Louisiana, moved to reduce the pe- 
riod to twelve years, and stated that 
he would avail himself of the latitude al- 
lowed to debate. He proceeded to make 
some remarks about the oken banks of the 
Mississippi, praising the patriotic message of 
the president on thatsubject. He then with- 
drew his amendment. 

MR. HA€*MOND’'S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, offered his 
amendment providing that the jurisdiction 
for suits hereafter brought by or against any 
national bank association, (except suits be- 
tween them and tbe United States, or its offi- 
cers or agents) shall be the same as the juris- 
diction fur suits brought by or against banks 
not organized under any law of the United 
States which do or might do a banking busi- 
ness, Where such national banking association 
may be doing business when such suits may 
be begun. Agreed to without division. Mr. 
Randall, of Pennsylvania, offered an amend- 
ment providing that in the organization of 
any banking association intended to re- 
place any existing banking — asso- 
ciation, and retain the name there- 
of, the holders of stock in the expiring 
association shall be entitled to preference in 
the allotment of shares of the new association 
in proportion to the number of shares hel« 
by them respectively in the expiring associd- 
tion. Adopted. Mr. Holman, of Indiana, 
offered an amendment providing that every 
banking association which shall obtain the 
benetit of this act shall pay the cost of prepar- 
ing the plates for such new © circulat- 
ing notes as shall be issued to it, 
and all other costs incident to the 
substitution of such new circulating 
notes for the old, in addition to the tax now 
imposed on banking agsociations by law. 
Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Crapo, of Massachusetts, 
the following umendment was inserted at the 
end oi section 7 of the bill: ‘‘And the fran- 
chise of such association is hereby extended 
for the sole purpose cf Jiquidating their at- 
fairs until such affairs are finally closed.’’ 
(Section 7 has reference to banking associa- 
tions which do not avail themselves of the 
provisions of the acc. ) 

- MR. CANNON’S EFFORT. 

Mr. Cannon, of Lilinois, vitered the follow- 
ing amendment asan additional section to 
the bills: ‘‘Ihat the national banks now or- 
ganize or hereafter organized, hayv- 
Ing & capital of $150,000, or less, 
shall not be required to keep or deposit with 
the treasurer of the United States, United 
States bonds in excess of $10,000 as security 
tor their circulating notes, and such of those 
banks having on deposit bonds in excess of 
that amount, are authorized to reduce their 
circulation by a deposit of lawful money as 
provided by law.’’ Adopted. Yeas, 102; nays, 
100. Mr. Cannon moved to reconsider, and 
to lay that motion on thetable. Mr. Randall 
demanded the yeas and nays on the latter 
motion, stating that he hoped the house 
would traverse the action just taken. The 


| motion tu lay the motion to reconsideron the 


table was agreed to. Yeas, 111; nays, 96. 
Without further action the house adjourned.

A LAND GRANT DECISION. 


Alaska Indians. 
Special bispatch to The Cunstitution, 

WasHINGTON, May 18.—A report was made 
to the house to-day from the judiciary com- 
mittee in the case of a land grant railrvad in 
Michigan, in which the legal points involved 
cover the cases of many of the roads involved 
in the Cobb bill. The railroad was not 
begun within the time named, and the lands 
included in the grant were placed on the 
market by the government and svoid. Afver- 
wards the construction of the road was begun, 
and on the completion of one section the com- 
pany selected lands already sold by the gov 
ernment or pre-einpted. The judiciary com- 
mittee holds that the government has the 
right to declare unearned lands furfeited in 
similar cases at any time 
after the expiration of the limit 
fixed for the completion of the 
road in passing the act, and that if the roud 
continues the work of construction after the 
expiration of the time fixed for its comple 
tion by the granting act, it does so at the risk 
of a subsequent forfeiture. 

A BRACE OF BRAVE COLLECTORS, 
The commissioner of internal revenue is 
advised by Revenue Agent Chapman at 
Toccoa, Georgia, that he accompanied Depuly 
Collectors Blodgett and Sheppard into Ocunce 
county last night and captured the still which 
cost Deputy Collector ‘Brayton, of Seuth Car- 
olina, his life, and brought out the still and 
two ilticit distiilers.

TH GREENBACK DEVELOPMENT 


The Texan Convention Called—The Penassivantan 
Nominations. 

GALVESTON, May 18—The News. Fort 
Worth special announces that the greenback 
State convention has been called to meet in 
Galveston June 29. . 

Hagrispurs. Pa., May 18 —The greeabac 
state convention met bere to-day with ninety- 
three delegates attending. Some districts 
were not represented. The platform was an 
eight hour anti-monopoly greenback plat- 
form. A full state ucket was nominated, 
headed by Thos. A. Armstrong, of Pittshurg, 
editor of the Labor Tribune, as the candidate 
for governor. 

Entire narmony prevailed, excepting upon 
the eight hour plank inthe platform. The 
delegates frum the mining and manufacturing 
districts were unanimous in favor of the reso- 
lution, while those from the farning distriees 
were equaliy as strong in their objections w 
the doctrine onthe ground that such a law 


would be the means of depriving the party of 
many of the farmer votes. 


Captire of a Still in Georgia—Fighting Among the 
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ORDAINED BISHOPS 


NOW ADDED TO THE SOUTHERN 
METHODISY BENCH. 


Why Dr. Haygood Declined Consecration as a Bishop 
—His Duty to Emory College—A Change of 
Chureh Name Recommended—A Criticism 
of Some Bible Society Methods. 


NASHVILLE, May 18.—The general conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal ¢hurch south, de- 
cided not to elect a bishop in place of A. G. 
Haygood, who was elected on Monday and 
who declined to be ordained. The committee 
on revisal presented a report recommending 
a change in the name of the church to Epis- 
copal Methodist church. 

Rey. Amos Xendall, of the Mississippi con- 
ference, expelled, was remanded for another 
trial. 

A. H. Sutherland, of Texas, presented a 
resolution, which lays over for consideration, 
declaring that it is contrary to the principles 
and policy of the American bible society to 
teach the peculiar doctrines of any church, 
and claiming that they teach’ Calvanism by 
the publication of a Spanish version of the 
Bible with notes and comments. The confer- 
ence adopted a plan for church extension. 
Dre. Linus Parker, of New Orleans, R. K. 
Hargrove, of Nashville, J. C. Cranberry, of 
Nashville, and A. W. Wilson, of Baltimore, 
were ordained bishops of the Southern Meth- 
odist church in the presence of 1,000 people at 
McKendree church this afternoon, 

Dk. HAYGOOD'S RES GNATION, 

At the session of yesterday the letter of Dr. 
Haygood, declining the election to the Episco- 
pacy, created a profound sensation. In the 
debate which took place upon it, Bishop 
Pierce said he knew brother Haygood well, 
end he desired to say that the act was not rash 
and hasty. After all that had been written 
and said on the subject, be must have expect- 
ed that he would be voted for, but circum- 
Stances Of a peculiar nature had kept him 
silent.’ He said Dr. Haygood had never sought 
or desired the office. Two or three weeks ago 
he had addressed Dr. Haygood a communica- 
tion, inviting a conference on the subject, but 
he declined the interview, saying that he must 
observe absolute silence, He had known Dr. 
Haygood from his boy ood intimately and con- 
fidentially. Last night he had an interview 
with him, in which the doctor unfolded his 
views on-the subject. The bishop said he 
was startled and saddened and he remon- 
strated. They had a long discussion, in which 
he tried to dissuade him from the intended 
declination, But the doctor had assured him 
that his convictions were clear, strong and 
decided, and that he was resting serenely in 
the full persuasion of his duty. The bishop 
said he could not combat the brother's sense 
of duty. A conviction of that sort 
was like the call to preach, it being 
a matter of individual conscience’ 
He said Dr. Haygood’s” environments, 
as president of Emory college, were of a pe- 
culiar character. That institution had been 
brought up under Dr. Haygood’s labors from 
financial distress toa good and prosperous 
condition; and there were those now taking 
advantage of the institution, young men pre- 
paring tor the ministry, whose prospects 
might be damaged by the college falling into 
the hands ef another man. The bishop said 
he fully sympathized) with Dr. Haygood 
in this matter. He had himself been 
placed under similar circumstances when he 
was elected to the office, and he would proba- 
bly have declined if he had not madeita 
rule to regard the yoice of the church as the 
voice of God. Since, hoWever, he had not 
always been certain that he did right in ac- 
cepting. 

Dr. Boring said he agreed with the senti- 
ments expressed by the bishop, There was 
no man elected, or could have been elected, 
whom he thonght was so providential a 
choice as that of Dr. Haygood. He did not 
desire to be discourteous to Dr. Haygood, but 
he suggested that the conference take no ac- 
tion until to-morrow at 12 o'clock. 

Dr. Adams said he knew Dr. Haygood well 
and he was no child and’ he thought the con- 
ference should accept his declination. He 
therefore made a motion to that effect asa 
‘substitute for Dr. Boring’s motion. The bishop 
decided that as Dr. Bori: g had not put his 
suggestion in the form of a motion, Dr. 
Adam’s motion had precedence. Dr. Peter- 
son moved asa substitute that the conference 

ostpone action until to-morro v at 12 o'clock. 
rs. Hendrix and Dye favored this. This yote 
was taken and carried.

scientific school, testified that Walter Malley 
had been a poe in hisschool and had studied 
chemistry there. A druggist testified to his 
record of having sold four ounces of arsenic 
to Walter Malley in September, 1880, and that 
Malley also canes nitric and muriatic 
acid, 

The opening of the _ session found 
the Malleys and Blanche ‘Douglass’ in 
apparently good spirits, The boys spoke 
to the deputy sheriff, who escorted them 
from the jail fo the court-room, about the 
beauty of the day, and Blanche Douglass wore 
asmile as she shook hands with her lawyer 
and took her customary seat. William E. 
Hunter, a blacksmith, employed by the Peck, 
Stow and Wilcox company, of Platsville, Con- 
nectieut, brought again into the case the 
“black-mustached man,’’ who was famous last 
summer, and the party on the flying horses in 
the railroad grove at Savin Rock. Witness 
Hunter testified that he was at Savin Rock on 
Friday night, August 5, and on the following 
niorning. He saw, *between five and six 
o’clock that Saturday morning, the body of a 
young girl lyingonthe shore opposite the 
beach house.’ This body was that of a person 
he had seen the night -before onthe flying 
horses. When he saw heron the horses she 
seemed to be one of a party of four or five, 
and it was then about ninevu’clock. Hestood 
a little ways from the horses, but noticed the 
girl about fifteen minutes. With the witness 
that Friday night was his wife, who is now 
sick and unable to be in court to corroborate 
him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jones, the witness 
explained that the flying horses are a circle of 
wooden horses, made to go by machinery. He 
was ten or fifteen feet away while be watched 
them and their riders. With the horses were 
also wooden boxes with seats, four in all, ar- 
ranged in pairs, to face from each other. The 
party he noticed embraced two men and two 
young women, and th.re was another man 
riding. ‘Two persons were on the horses, a lady 
anda gentleman, and three were in a box. 
While the lady whose body he thought he re- 
cognized the next morning was riding he 
heard her say, ‘‘My God, I’m paralyzed!” He 
thought that he heard her ask the men to stop 
the horses. 

THE BLACK-MUSTACHED MAN, 

He also heard the man who rode the oppo- 
site horse says he had paralyzed him. He did 
not hear the other lady make any such re- 
mark, but the two ladies seeuied particularly 
merry, and the one whose body he saw on the 
beach the next day laughed and acted very 
jolly. When the party went away two gen- 
tlemen and a lady who sat in a box and the 
lady who sat on the horse departed in com- 
pany. The fifth person, who had been on the 
horse by the young lady, went offalone. He 
thought that the four were all of one party, 
because they rode together and went away 
together. Hewould not now undertake to de- 
scribe the Pof the party. The one who 
did not seem to the witness to  be- 
long to the party was intoxicated. He 
mounted the horse he rode after 
the o:hers were seated. After he left the cir- 
cle he said: “Damn her; she nearly paralyzed 
me.’’ He was about twenty-five or tiuirty 
years old, He bad a strong Irish brogue and 
woreacap.

The young lady in white said: "““My God, I'm 
paralyzed!’’ but the witness did not notice to | 
whom sue spoke. The lady acted strangely 
and the witness was afraid that she vould 
fall from her horse. She was seemingly dizzy 
and leaned over the man next to her, but 
noton him. To the witness it appeared that 
she had been drinking, that she belonged to a 
better class of people and that she did not 
seem to act naturaity.

EXPLAINED IN AN INTERVIEW 
WITH THAT SENTLEMAN.

Government Announcements as to the Preee- 
denc of Business—Immigrants Seeking 
Passportse— Ey ptian Complications. 


Lonpon, May 18.—In the house of commons 
this afternoon, on the motion for the second 
reading of the repression bill, the speaker an- 
nounced that the only paragraph in. Mr. 
O’Donnell’s amendment in order, was that de- 
claring the bill a fatal obstacle to good govern- 
ment and tranquillity. Mr. O'Donnell de- 
nounced the bill. Mr. Gladstone, replying 
to Sir Stafford Northcote, said he hoped that 
the second reading of the repressing 
bill would be concluded to-night. 
Ii not, the debate would be continued 
during the morning sitting of Friday. Ue 
would take the committee of supply on Tues- 
He wished to continue it from day to 
day. He would take the second reading of 
the arrears bill on Monday. He would also 
have to ask for a provisional supply on ac- 
count for the month. He would there- 
fore ask the house to sit the 
whole of next week, _including 
if necessary Saturday. Mr. Colthursts (lib- 
eral) member for the county Cork, supported 
the bill. He condemned the ‘‘cowards who 
issued the no rent manifesto, and did not 
protest against the murders committed in 
support of it.”” Mr. Gladstone, replying toa 
question, stated that the warrant out against 
Sheridan had beencanceiled. Mr. Trevelyan, 
chief secretary for Ireland, who was yesterday 
re-elected member Of parliament for Hawick, 
took his seat. He was cheered. 

Mr. Trevelyan called attention to the fail- 
ure of justiceindreland. He declared that 
the new bill would facilitate the summoning 
of witnesses. The guvernment, he said, 
would be slew to use their power with regard 
to public meetings, and where the meetings 
were held they would regard less the utter- 
ances of the speakers than the evident inten- 
tion of what was enunciated. He defended 
the provisions of the bill,againsc¢ the publica- 
tion of seditious articles by re- 
ferring to the character of the 
Lrish World and the United Irishman. He 
said the government had reason to think that 
in their efloris to suppress outrages they would 
have the assistance of those who had become 
tired of the terrorism to which they had been 
so long subjected. Mr. Dillon maintained 
that the failures to convict were not the re- 
sult of intimidation bitof popular sympathy, 
The bill, he declared, wouid bave no other 
effect than to provoke secret organizations. 
When the measure expired, the league would 
rise again and parliament would have to do 
the work over again. The debate adjourned 
until to morrow. 

PAKNELL’S POLICY OUTLINED BY HIMSELF. 

The correspondent has had un interview 
with Mr. Parnell in the house of commons in 
regard to lis explanations as to what preceded 
bis release from Kiimainbam. Mr. Parnell 
made the following statement: For some 
time before my release from Kilmainham on 
parole to attend the funeral of my nephew 
in ParisI, in commen with all my fellow- 
prisoners, had been very much impressed 
with the grave situation which appeared im- 
minent for the Lrish people. We saw evic 
tions, daily increasing in number, of poor 
tenants utterly uneble to pay rents, 7,000 
persons having been evicted during the first 
quarter of this year without being readmit- 
ted as tenants, 

‘‘We had every reason to fear that during 
each ensuing quarter the number would in- 
crease in arithmetical progression; for in- 
stance, in the second quarter of last year the 
number of evictions was three times as many 
as in the preceding quarter. Thus takingt e 
proportion of increase of last year as a guide 
for this year, there would be 21,000 persons 
evicted for the current quarter, and possibly 
many more, as we know that the greater pro- 
portion of smaller tenants in the counties of 
Siigo, Donegal, Leitrim Mayo, Galway, Ker- 
ry, and — of Roscommon, where the fam- 
ine reached such an extent in 1879-80, had 
merely seitled temporarily with their land- 
lords by paying them six and twelve months’ 
rent on account. 

‘*They were still liable for arrears to the ex- 
tent of from three to five, and in many cases 
seven and eight years, and in some instances 
fifteen years, and thatas time went on, if no 
settlement of the arrears question took place, 
they would be literally turned ott in thou- 
sands during the coming winter. I may men- 
tion that the land league had done its best to 
relieve those poor evicted tenants at a vast 
expense during the winter, but that we found 
it absolutely impossible to do anything for 
more than a tithe of them, the remainder 
being left on the roadside or having to go into 
the work house, That eas the position of the 
tenahtry. 

“On the other hand wuthages were daily in- 
creasing in number and gravity. We were 
threatened with this coercion bill, which has 
been introduced in the house. The situation 
summed up then, was wholesale and daily 
jucreasing evictions, stringent and eVen se- 
vere coorcion with savage retaliation. I ex- 
— these views, While passing through 

ondon, to my friend Captain O'Shea, mem- 
ber for Clare, and stated to him generally, the 
measures that I considered necessary in order 
to lighten and disentangle the situation. On 
my return to Kilmainham I received a letter 
from Captain O’Shea, saying that. he was com- 
ing to see me on the subject of my conversa- 
tion. 

“In order to save him trouble I put my 
views on paper in the letier which was read 
in the house Captain O'Shea, however, did 
not receive that letter in time te prevent 
my coming to Kilmainham. He visited me 
in prison and obtained my permission to 
show the letter to one person, but it was 
notto quit his band and was otherwise to 
be Geum as strictly private and confiden- 
tial. 

‘‘Hac the policy indicatedin my letter been 
carried out the changes in the situation in 
Ireland would have been this: Evictions 
would have been stopped, smaller tenants 
would have been saved by wiping off their ar- 
rears. all tenants would have had their rents 
made lower than Griffith's valuation, and in 
the meantime by the proprietary clauses sug- 
gested by me, they would, after a little time, 
have been enabled to purchase their boldings 
by an annual payment something like twenty 
per cent fess than Griffith's valuation spread 
over fifty-two years. In my opinion, as well 
as that of ninety-nine out of every one hun- 
dred persons in Lreland, this would have been 
a final settlement of tLe land question. 

“Had it not been for the unfurtunate and 
dreadful occurrence of Saturday week I am 
confident this would have been achieved this 
season. Furthermore, the government would 
have been enabled to abandon coercion and 
would have returned to the constitutional 
rights of thecountry. We should have been 
able to co-operate with the liberal party in

THE CLOSING SCENES 


Rountree Murder at Athens. 
From the Athens Banuer, 18th. 

The eighth witness for the state was Miss 
Sallie Hemphill, who said she lived in sight 
of the murder; don’t know prisoners; saw 
some folks passing down the street; and she 
was standing at the door and saw two cvlored 
boys running down the street and some one 
asked them what was the matte; one of them 
she believed the taller, said we have shot tha 
d—d fellow up yonder. Cros examiner heard 
nothing and was called down. Ninth witness 
for the state was John Talmadge, who swore 
that he went to the jail with prisoners when 
they were arrested and heard Echols say 
several times on the way, ‘Frank, I have 
started out with you.in this and 
by God, I will die with you.’ Cross examiner 
asked no questions. The tenth witness for 
the state was H. Cobb Davis, who testified 
that he is the chief of the police, and was at 
his home on the afternoon of the occurrence, 
which was near the court house, and heard 
the firing at his home and come out to see 
what was the matter. He went down to Frank 
Johnson's father’s house; the prisoners had 
been arrested then; he asked Johnson's 
mother for the pisto!; she hesitated, but gave 
him the pistol of Johnson’s, which had two 
new cartridges in it and two snapped ones; he 
took it in his charge; pistol was then brought 
into court and shown to the witness, 
who said it was the same pistol, and one cal- 
culated to produce death. 

The next witness that was called was Robt. 
Berekman, who testified that he was with the 
party that had the difliculty on the sidewalk 
some time before theevening of the shooting; 
witness was in company with several boys 
coming down the street in front of Mayor 
Rucker’s house and met Johnson and Echols, 
and Johnson brushed aguinst one of the 
party; Groverand Walter Rountree remarked 
that if it had been him, he would have 
knocked that negro down; when the negroes 
had passed a littie Johnson turned, and said 
he would ‘‘fix him;’’ witness knew nothing 
about the shuoting and was called down. 

COUNSEL FOR STATE CLOSED 

and counsel for detense asked that the judge 
allow them to confult with the prison- 
ers, Which was granted; atterwhich the pris- 
oners were called to make their statement; first 
Frank Johnson, who told a very plain story 
and seemingly very fair and nearly the same 
as the testimony that had been rendered by 
young Twiggs. Enoch Echols was put on the 
stand and reiterated the statement made by 
Johnson. 

The defense opened the ease by Colonel J. 
W. Echols, who delivered a very beautiful 
speech of about two hours’ length, and set 
forth the case so that Johnson acted solely in 
self-defense, and that Echols acted only asa 
friend to Johnson; and set forth that there 
had been no conspiracy between the 
two persons. before. Colonel Echols 
handled the case ably, first making 
his statement of what he intended to 
prove, then going over the evidence very 
minutely and expounding each part fully, 
alluding to the siooting and the sad occur- 
rence very modestly, and finally closing in a 
beautiful appeal to the jury, jn which he al- 
luded to the precious existence of a human 
tife, and nature’s laws of-self-defense. The 
state was then heard from in a soul-stirring 
speech by 

HON, POPE BARROW, 
in which Le made the case one of a plain as- 
sault with intent to murder, and used such 
touching and forcible language in alluding 
to the dead youth, that he brought tears from 
the jury and nearly the whole house. His 
speech was about two hours in length, 
and was listened to with the most pro- 
found interest. When le closed the court ad- 
journed fer dinner. At4 o’cleck the court 
was ealled io order, and the counsel for state 
proceeded. In ashort while the court-room 
was filled and retiiled with people, every par- 
ticle of standing room being occupied, and 
not near all could get in. All seemed very 
attentive during the speech of Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Mitchell. The prisoners, 
JOHNSON AND ECHOLS, 

were sitting in the rearof the counsel. John- 
son wore glasses and was toying with some 
little object in his hands, and a little gleam of 
excitement was visible on his countenance. 
Echols was sitting very demurely and lis- 
tening attentively to ‘the argument. 
Miles Johnson (stepfather to the pris- 
oner) was sitting a little in front, 
paying a good deal attention to the argument. 
The speech of Solicitor-General Mitchell 
lasted for nearly two hours, and was one of 
the noblest efforts of hislife. Here the state 
closed, and only one counsel is to be heard. 
Judge W. F. Wright, of Altlanta, for defense, 
opened the closing speech of the case. When 
Judge Wright began speaking the whole 
house rose to their. feet to catch every word 
be said. The first part of his oration was lev- 
ity at the expense of Messrs. Mitchell and 
Barrow, but he soon got down to solid argu- 
ment. He spoke for near two hours, and be- 
ing unwell), asked that the judge allow him 
to suspend until morning, when he would 
finish.

GOT ITS NAME. 


Walton Sounty Mountain Dew Whisky—The Origin 
of a Name Which the Peopie Will Not Allow to 
be Changed to L. ura City—The Railroad 
Developmcut Arowad Gatnesville. 


From the Railroad Record. 

Walton county, Georgia, lies likéa aquare 
with one ofits corners pointing north, and 
way up in the corner is Jug Tavern, an in- 
significant hamlet, named from the fact 
that an old fellow had a house there in which 
he would accommodate travelers, serving re- 
freshmenis for men and beast, notable of 
which refreshments was regular mountain 
dew corn whisky, taken by word of mouth 
out of a gallon brown jug, slung adroitly over 
the right shoulder by a simple twist of the 
wrist, bringing the nozzle to the right hand 
corner of the imbiber’s mouth, properly turn- 
ed and adjusted to receiveit, This hostlery 


got the name of Jug Tavern, and aslit was 
the principal part ot the locality, it all came 
to be known as Jug Tavern. Monroe is the 
eupital of Walton county, and a railroad runs 
north to Monroe, from Social Circle on the 
Georgia road. Jug Tavern is north of Mon- 
roe, and Gainesville, in Hall county, is still 
further north of Jug Tavern. To get a con- 
nection with the Georgia railroad, and to de- 
velop a rich agricultural country, Gainesville 
citizens and influential men along the line, 
projected the Gainesville, Jefferson and South- 
ern railroad, which will run through Jug 
Tavern, from Gainesville to Monroe. Fora 
considerable distance the road, which has 
become to be known as the Jug Tavern 
road, has been built, and the locomo- 
tive puffs and whistles among the 
bills of Jackson county, well on toward Jug 
Tavern. A proprietor, not liking the homely 
Name, sough: to change it to *‘Laura City,” 
in honor oi jiis loved spouse, but it wouldn’t 
work, As Jug Tavern the hamlet achieved 
its power and glory, and as Jug Tavern the 
peuple said it should reap the honors. Colo- 
nel Bob Bacon says the Jug Tavern road has

and wealth such as bas never beture been pre- 
sented for the grasp of ambitious men. He 
says be will resign the secretarysiip of the 
Georgia railroad commission, if the Jug Tav- 
ern rowd will appoint him general passenger 
agent with plenary powers. ‘‘Look on the 
map,” says Colonel Bacon.

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Consolidation of Cable Interests and Increase of Tariff 
Rates. 

New York, May 17.—The long pending pool- 
ing agreement between the cable companies 
was finally ratified yesterday, and coincident 
with that arrangement was made public the 
statement that Gould’s new cables had _form- 
ally passed to the control of the Western 
Union Telegraph company. The basis of the 
cable pool was fixed two months ago. The 
matter of details has been the cause 
of much delay, and Mr. Norvin 
Green said last night that modi- 
fications had been made by discussions over 
the cable almost daily since the first of last 
month. The contract, he said, was not in 
complete form until within the past week, 
Yesterday was the earliest day at which a 
ratification of the agreement could take place. 
In addition to providing for the pro rata dis- 
tribution of net earnings through the new 
pool, all the cable companies have joined in 
executing @ new agreement with the Western 
Union telegraph company—a ‘supplemental! 
azreement” the companies term if, for 
there previously existed contracts under which 
the several cable companies were bound 
to the Western Union either by direct 
contract or by agreements with companies 
swal.owed up by the Western Union. The 
Anglo-American cable company was bound 
to the Western Union; the French cable com- 
any was under contract to the American 
Raion telegraph a and the Direct 
cable company was held by leases to the At- 
lantic ad Pacific telegraph company. To 
secure compliance with all of these existing 
contracts, differing materially in their terms 
and provisions, was found “ the Western 
Union company to be difficult, if not abso- 
lutely impossible. Subsequent to the 
Gould consolidation of the _ telegraph 
companies suits were begun to set 
his sou tne agide, the suits being brought in 
the names and interests of the Direct and 
French cable Companies, claiming that coali- 
tien with the Western Union by the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific and the American Union 
would work serious damage to all cable in 
terests except those of the Anglo American 
company, already held by the Western ar 
ion. the ugreement raufied yesterday Ss 
the outgrowth of efforts toward compromise. 
President Green stated yesterday’ that 
while in its general provisit-ns the new agree- 
ment does not substantially differ from the 
old, it is advantageous to the Western Union 
in that it gives tolls on all messages over all 
the wires of all the cable companies. This, 
he estiinated, would increase tolls by at least 
$40,000 a month. The Direct and French 
cable companies relinquish their wires, leased 
to New York, over which messages were for- 
merly sent east without toll. Against this 
gain by the Western Union, that company 
gives up a rental from the cable companies 
amounting to $17,000 a Fear. 
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UN-CIVIL RIGHTS IN BOSTON. 


The Revere House Shuts Its Doorsin the faee of a 
Colered HKrother. 

208TON, May 14.—General Robert Smalls, 
ex-congressman from South Carolina, is a col- 
ored gentleman whois paying a visit to Bos- 
ton as the guest of a colored military organi- 
zation composed mostly of Colonel R. G. 
Shaw’s old Fifty-fourth Massachusetts regi- 
ment. General Smalls to-night sat in his 
room at the Quincy house, a commercial ho- 
tel, surrounded by colored friends whose ex- 
pressions of indignation were loud 
and deep. It would appear that 
yesterday morning one of the members of the 
reception committee charged with the duty 
of properly attending to General Smalls’ 
wants while here went to the Revere house, 
kept by Colonel Charles B. Ferrin, and con- 
sidered one of Boston's best hotels, and asked 
if room could be saved for General Smalls. 
The member of the committee, however, neg- 
lected to say that the general was a person of 
colour, and the accommodating clerk readily 
promised to save @ room, even taking the 
uaile of the expected guest. This morning 
the ex-congressman arrived from Washington 
and was met in a hack at the depot and.car- 
ried to the Revere house. Entering the hotel 
office, however,a change seemed to have 
come over the spirit of the hotel clerk’s 
dream, for after getting a glimpse at the visi- 
tor, he disappeared into Mr. Ferrin’s private 
office, where he held long and 
close communion with the proprietor. As a 
result, General Smalls and party were in- 
formed that, though the hotel people regret- 
ted very much, etc., there were no vacant 
rooms. Protests that a room had previously 
heen engaged were of no avail, and the party 
left the hotel very indignant, easily securing 
a room in the Quincy Howe. Colonel Ferrin 
to-night said be hadn’t the least objection to 
receiving General Smalls, but there wasn’t 
any room for him,etc., but itis true, neverthe- 
less, that the colored people, after their de- 
parture, bargained with a white man to en- 
gage a room, and, worse still, the white man 
gotthe room. The affair has created intense 
and bitter feeling among the colored citizens 
here, and indeed has provoked no little com- 
ment in white circles. A lawsuit is talked of

Recent enumeration shows that church atten- 
dance in England and in this country-is far 
more general than formerly, and any 
one who knows’ how extended’ the 
influence of Paine was needs not be alarmed 
at the really faint echo of his effect made to- 
day by Ingersoll. As Canon Liddon said in 
St. Paul's cathedral, referring to Darwinism, 
the Darwinian theory is ‘‘not necessarily hos- 
tile to the fundamental truths of religion;’’

THE COMING CONVENTION. 

The executive committee of the demccratic 
party met yesterday, as will be seen by a re 
port of the proceedings in another column. 
All except three of the members of the com- 
mitiee were present in person or by proxy. 
The large attencance of members of the com- 
mitiee shows conclusively that the party is in 
better shape than it has been for several years. 
There was but little discussion and but little 
difference of opinion about calling the con- 
vention and the mode and manner of select- 
ing the delegates to the state convention. 

The convention, which meets in July, will 
have no trouble in performing its duty. The 
delegates will be selected in each county on 
the same day, and in the manner to be deter- 
mined by democrats in each ccunty. This 
will prevent persons who are seeking the 
nominations from having any undue influence 
by having some of the counties lead off in 
their favor, and when the delegates all come 
together it will be an easy matter to arrange a 
platform and make a selection of candidates 
for the various offices to be filled in the ap- 
proaching election. We have no doubt but 
that this convention will nominate the next 
governor of Georgia, and we are satisfied to 
wait and see their action. We will not advise 
them, nor persuade them. We have no choice 
of candidates for the various officers to be 
elected, and only ask that men who are and 
have been true to the principles of the demo- 
cratic party be selected as candidates. The 
election this year is an important one, and 
will have much to do with shaping the 
politics of this state for the next four 
years. We consider the unanimity and 


promptness displayed by the members of the: 


committee in coming together at the time ap- 
pointed by the chairman as a good omen of 
the success of the party. The membersof the 


committee all make favorable reports about 


the condition of the democratic party in the 
state. Tbheygay that the party is solid, and 
in better fix for a successful campaign than it 
has been since 1872. Considering the fact 
that since that time the democratic majority 
in the state has reached as high as eighty 
thousend, we may look for a very heavy ma- 
jority in October for the nominees of the July 
convention.

These views are very plausible and perhaps 
are well founded. It is certainly advisable 
to secure the double standard, and if there i 
a chance to reach such a result by the exer- 
cise of alittle legitimate pressure the experi- 
ment should be made. Up to the first of 
April we had coined 112,078 680 legal tender 
silver dollars, of which only 35,893,097 were 
in circulation, leavinginthe treasury 77.178,- 
5835. This is an ample stock; 
and inasmuch as the pending 
bill does not withdraw the silver cer- 
tificates now outstanding and does provide for 
the coinage of silver dollars to their full de- 
mand by the people, it may be well to see if, 
we cannot compel the European nations to 
shoulder their part of the silver problem. 
England is at least deeply interested in rupee 
finance, and Germany holds a vast stock of 
silver coins. a

Last year the profits toall 
the companies above losses in the state, as 
shown by the comptroller general’s report, 
amounted to more than six hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and yet the rates were lower 
than they have ever been before. Suppose 
a reasonable growth for the state and in 
iess than ten years Atlanta will be paying to 
fire insurance companies an annual amount of 
about two hundred and fifty thousand dollars; 
and the entire state an annua: amount of over 
two million dollars. Fire insurance com- 
panies have been the means of building up 
some of the wealthiest cities in the United 
States, notably Boston and Hartford; the lat- 
ter with a population of about the size of At- 
lanta, owning to-day fire insurance assets to 
the amount of over eighteen million dollars; 
this sum being about the entire value of all 
the real estate in. our city. Atlanta has ar- 
rived at a point now, where she must 
put off ‘some of her old ways and 
take her place among the leading cities of the 
Union in insurance matters; and the for- 
mation of so strong a company as the Home, 
an account of which appears else where, is 
to be remarked upon as a notable event in 
our commercial and financial history. 


THE TENNESSEE DEBT. 

Tennessee justly owes a debt, the principal 
of which stands at $20,206,300, and the arrears 
of interest at .$8,183,551—making a total of 
something more than $28,000,000. The state 
owes this amount beyond dispute, for it was 
contracted in geod part before the war. The 
money was used to build pikes and railroads 
anda state house and to buy the home of 


General Jackson. 
debt was fraudulently coritracted; no honest 
citizen of the state has ever claimed that it 
should be repudiated outright; but there bas 
been a wide difference of opinion as to what 
the state could pay, and, therefore, as to the 
verms of a debt settlement. Interest has not 
been paid on the debt in several years,and the 
resources of the state would be overtaxed to 
pay six per cent on the accumulated sum. 
The situation has been utilized by all the 
demagogues_ in the state, and at 
the last state election two rival 
democratic tickets were defeated, and the 
republicans elected their nominee for govern- 
or and carried the state. The interests of the 
state and of the democratic party—for they 
are identical—are therefore involved in a set- 
tlement of the debt. With the debt settled 
the occupation of the state’s demagogues 
would be gone, and the voters would renew 
their choice between the twe great parties of 
the country. This normal condition of af- 
fairs has again become possible through the 
passage of a new settlement bili. 

It will be remembered that abouta year ago 
a bill was passed to settle the debt of the state 
at par and three per cent interest. This bill 
was generally satisfactory to the people and to 
the holders of the state’s bonds, but the su- 
preme court of the state, by a majority of one 
and in an opinion that commands no respect 

mong lawyers, declared the 100-3 bill uncon- 
sfitutional. This bill made the coupons re- 
ceivable for taxes, and on this feature of it the 
highest court of the state hung its opinion. 
Governor Hawkins convened the legislature 
in extra session, after first ascer- 
taining the sentiment of the bondholders, 
and the’senate on Monday passed by a vote of 
14 to ll anew bill settling the principal of 
the debt at 60 cents, and providing for the 
payment on the scaled amount of interest at 
38,4,5and 6 per cent. This is certainly a 
good settlement—one that the resourees of the 
state can readily meet. It is believed that the 
house will approve the bill, and that the gov- 
ernor, who is, a republican, will sign it. The 
republicans are pledged to its support, and 
the state-credit democrats susiainit., .

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FRUIT TRANSPORTATION. 


Further Communications on a Subject of Great Im- 
portance to Growers. 

In continuance ef the discussion of ways and 
means of transportation there will be found below 
three important communications, one from a local 
firm of coxmission merchants; one about the fruit 
shipment from Griffin; and one from Mr. W. W. 
Woodruff, the well known fruit grower, which are 
as follows: 


THE FIRST SHIPMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

GRIFFIN, May 18.—The first peaches of the season 
went forward by express to-day. One shipment 
was from J. D. Cunvipgham, Orchard Hill, and the 
other from W. W. Woydruff, Griffin. Both ship- 
ments were for New York. John Lovett, route 
agent of the Southern express company, is here 
in the interest of his company, and is endeayor- 
ing tomeet the demand made upon the express 
company for trausportation of the fruit crop from 
this section. 

MR. WOODRUFF'S VIEWS. 

May 15, 1882.—Editurs Constita 1: The su es 
tions for moving the coming frul@trop in Sundays 
CONSTITUTION are most umely. As one of the com. 
mittee of the state horticultural society om trans- 
portation, I have often called the atiention of rai. 
road and express men to the importance of a more 
systematic and cheap way of putting fruitinto 
northern markets, Their reply has been, go on and 
produce the fruits in sufficient quantities to make 
itan object and rest assured it will be for the inter- 
est of railroad and express companies to see it put 
safely and succesggiliy into market. We havenow 
covered many es in fruit trees, and will have 
many car loads in this county. One frnit grower 
has ordered 30,000 peach crates, and 
will probably use double that number. 
There is no time to lose. and while Iam neorail- 
road man, Will venture to dash off some crude sug- 
gestions. In the first place, the express company 
has got the men and know better how to handle 
fruit, and their system will place it quickly in the 
hands of the commission merchants. But what 
can they do, in their present condition, with so 
much freight? They have vot suitable cars for car- 
rving fruit in order, nor can they reduce the fr ight 
to a low and satisfactory rate, unless the railroad 
companies come to their aid, first in furnishing cars 
and then reducing frieght, so the express company 
can addasmali margin and putitthrough, Here 
is how I would utudertake it. First, let 
the railroads furnish a good number of stock 
cars. These are much better. for fruit than 
any express, or other cars, as air can freely 
circulate and keep the fruit cool. : 

These cars could be quickly provided and at 
tached to each express train If the shipments 
should be too large to haul by passenger trains, 
then puton regular fruit trains as they do in Dela- 
ware and New Jersey It is too late to expect refrig- 
erator cars for this season. Nor is it necessary, 
where peaches are properly packed and put through 
on quick time. Stock cars are just the thing, and 
the railroadshave them. About selling the fruit on 
the trees to parties to ship on their own account 
would suit me much the best ifa fair price could 
be realized for the crop, We also want canning és- 
tablishments to utilize truit that cannot be shipped.

WHAT MR. DYER SAYS, 


Yesterday a ConsTITUTION reporter asked 
Mr. Dyer, the Decatur street merchant, what 
his experience was at the hospital. He re- 
plied: 

‘“‘When we first reached the hospital we had 
rather a bad time of it. It was night. and 
our tent was not ready. I had been told that 
there was a good new tent awaiting us, or I 
would never have consented for my family to 
be carried out. We were put in a very small 
tent that was not large enough for us to move 
about in scarcely, but subseqnently a good 
new tent was arranged for us, and we were 
My wife died two days after we 
were taken there.” 

“Did you find it cola in the tents.’ 

“TIT should say so. In pleasant weather and 
in the day time the tents were all right, but 
‘in damp and cold weather and at night we 
suffered. On the night of our arrival I kept 
an overcoat and two blankets around me, but 
I failed to keep warm.” 

‘Were you and the children in the quaran- 
tine camp or-in the hospital?’ 

‘We were in the hospital, right in with the 
small pox.” 

‘‘Huad you all been vaccinated?” 

“Yes, I have had varioloid twice, once 
lately. I had varioloid just before my wife 
was taken with small-pox, but the children 
all have good scars which they got lately. 
My wife was vaccinated about a week be- 
fore she was taken with small-pox. She had 
an old scar but the Jast vaccination gave 
evidence that it was going to take, showing 
that the old Scar was not a protection to 
her.”’ 

“Do you think that 
your children?”’ - 

“Undoubtedly. They were exposed to 
small-pox and yet not a one of them took it?” 

“Have you any idea where your wife con- 
tracted the disease ?”’ 

‘‘Not the slightest. Our store here is near 
where the first case occurred, and it may be 
that she was in some way exposed to some of 
the cases that occurred in our locality.’’ 

“Did your littlechild that died have small- 


pox?” 
“If she did it did not show itself. There 
When I 


was not the slightest eruption. 
broke out with varioloid I was not inclined 
to think that it was varioloid, because I had 
already had it once, and thought that I was 
proof ugainst it. But I concluded that the 
people would think I had small pox, and 
therefore I went to my room and- stayed 
there. Soon after that my wife was taken, 
and subsequently we were all carried to the 
hospital, where my wife died.”’ 

“And you think the tents are not the right 


thing?’ 

“They are not comfortable in bad weather 
and at night.’’ 

THE CONYERS “REFUGEES’’ AGAIN, 

EDITORS ‘ ONSTITUTION: The Taylor family, whose 
name has been placed so conspicuously before the 
public as having fled to Conyers from smail-pox in 
Atlanta, desire to have the facts of the cause of their 
leaving the city made known to those who have so 
officiously concerned themselves upon the subject. 
In consequence of the ungenerous remarks made 
by the people of Conyers concerning their visit to 
that place, Mr. and Mrs. Taylor feei aggrieved that 
they were not directly applied to for correct infor- 
mation before certain rumors had becn bandied 
about. froin mouth to mouth by those who are fond 
of hearing themselves talk without regard to trutn. 
As they are beth unwell at this time, they have 
requested me, as_ their nearest neigh- 
bor, and one fully informed of all 
the facts to write you the truth. If you desire to 
use any of the facts herein mentioned you are at 
liberty todo so, though Iam not writing for publi- 
cation. Mrs. Taylor had been,expectiug to make 
her brother and aged mother in Conyers a visit, 
which had been promised since last winier, to oc- 
cur in the month of May. They did not ‘step off,’’ 
as has been intimated. without the knowledge of 
auy one, and there were two ladies in the room be- 
sides myself who had come in to bid them good- 
bye. For twa days prior to their leaviag home a 
young man, Mr. 8. F. Jones, no connection of 
theirs, but a visitor to a cousin, occu pying a room 
in their house, had been feeling unwell and kept 
his room, though ° not confined to 
bed. _iiifis malady was suppo ed by 
himself and them to be a mild attack of ‘‘summer 
complaint.’’ A physician’s attention was jot 
deemed necessary, and the patient dosed himself 
with red pepper tea, which he thinks now produced 
upon a natuial roughness of his face a heighvened 
color. This was observed by some one, who re- 
ported the case to Dr. M. C. Martiu, who came down 
after having been told that a case of small-pox was 
to be found at 144 Fiimore street. He examined it 
under some uneasiness, and gaveitas his opinion 
that it might be smull-pox, though more probably 
a light attack of measies. in view of the co rcon- 
templated visif, and the constant delicate condition 
of Mrs. Taylor’s health, and frequent sickness in 
the family, she thought it advisable to precipitate 
her plaus and leave that night, feeling herseli une- 
qual to the trying task of nursing ber three small 
children through such sickness as measles, even 
though the case in the house proved not more se- 
rious. The putient himself was so unconcerned, 
and evinced so mueh cheecfuiness, that the family, 
though feeling the necessity of avoiding any 
malady, however slight, did not really believe 
there was anything like small-pox in tneir house. 
They had intended leaving soon, and would have 
done so under the circumstances, had tne disease 
been chicken-pox, whooping cough, measles, dip- 
theria, or any malady incident to childhood, 
as they felt more uneasiness for their lit- 
tle ones than for themselves, whether of an in- 
fectious nature or otherwise. 

Mr. Taylor had no thought of ‘‘running away” at 
all from anything; he merely attended his delicate 
family to their destination, returning the same 
night to be ready for business the next morning. 
He contracted a sudden cold after his return,which 
afflicted him to such an extent that he wrote to his 
wite to shorten her visitand return tohim. It was 
well known, several days before her return, that 
the patient had recovered, and nothing like small- 
pox haa invaded her home. If the “people gener- 
ally’? of Conyers had believed her word—as did the 
relatives she visited—there would hav@ been less 
unkind rumors and as much sympathy exhibited 
as the whole affair demanded. ‘1hese are the true 
circumstances under which the Taylors left this city 
on the 8th instant. 

In conclusion, I will say that 
I live upon the same street as the correspondent of 
the Savannah News, but have seen much fess 
of that terrible pest wagon than has he. It cer- 
tainly has not passed this way during the, last 
ten days, that 1 have heard of. I have net been 
successfully vaccinated since childhood, but did 
not ‘‘run’’ from the case in the house next door, 
and though I have an extensive acquaintance 
in the city, have not heard of any one having left 
their home through fear of small-pox, and are fully 
assured of the truth of the statements, as = 
by our valued and beloved CONSTITUTION,.with re- 
gard toghe spread uf contagion among us.

JAMES VICK DEAD. 


The Venerable and Charitable Florist, After a Useful 
Life, Passes Quietly Away. 

Rocuester, N. Y., May 18.—James Vick, 
the well known florist and seedsman, 1s dead, 
aged 63 years. He was born at Portsmouth, 
England, and was a playmate of Charles 
Dickens. He came to this country in 1843, 
and set type with Horace Greeley on the 
Knickerbocker, He subsequently became 
editor of the Genesee Farmer and Horticul- 
turist, and was for a long timesecretary of the 
American pomological society and a member 
of the Royal horticultural society. He went 
into the seed business in 1860, and was one of 
the most charitable of men. It is reported his 
gifts averaged $10,000 yearly. During the 
Kansas grasshopper plague he sent $25,000 
worth of seeds to the sufferers, and last year 
sent $10,000 or $15,000 to the Michigan suf- 
ferers.

MEETING OF THE GENERAL AS- 
SEMBLY YESTERDAY, 


A Look Over the Auditorium of the Church—The 
Opening Serviers—Skep icism Discussed by the 
Retir ng Modera or—Election of pr. 
Smoot as Moderator of Assembly. 


The scene in the First Presbyterian church 
yesterday morning was of unusual interest. 
The day without was light and cheery, in con- 
sequence Of which a large number of ladies 
were in attendance. Within the building its 
pleasing proportionsand beautiful architecture 
attracted the favorable attention of all who 
were present. The pews are arranged from 
the pulpit amphitheatrically in a semi-circle 
toward the rear. Filled as all these seats were 
with the distinguished gentlemen who have 
been called together by the general Presbyte- 
rian assembly, of sober face and grave de- 
meanor, brightened here and there by the 
presence of elegantly dressed ladies, whose 
gay colors were in contrast with the clerica) 
black, the scene as viewed from the foot of 
the pulpit was interesting and pleasing. In 
looking over the sea of faces thus presented to 


“the eye might be noted many whose 


names are famous throughout the country, 
and all of whom are honored at 


the Presbyterian fireside. Judging the com- 
missioners by states, those from South Caro- 
lina, perhaps, more than any other, filled the 
popular idea of the trim, close-bearded or 
clean-shaven Presbyterian—the men whom 
we picture in our mind’s eye when reading 
of the days of trial fn Scotland when resolute. 
ness of will was as necessary to maintain, as 
was heart fervor to cultivate the exercise of 
religious thought and freedom. The Vir- 
ginians are somewhat less rigorous in appear 
ance, and a trifle inclined toward cosmopoli- 
tanism. The Georgians we all know, and 
knowing them an idea may be formed of Ala- 
bama, and, to some extent, of Mississippi and 
Arkansas. An intellectual body of men are 
the representatives of Missouri, headed by the 
retiring moderator, and the gentlemen from 
Kentucky give out the impression of good 
living—such, for instance, as might be ex- 
pected from Bowling Green, Paris, or Lexing- 
ton. Reaching out tothe great state of Texas 
we find an able, athletic, brawny set of men 
whose strong constitutions can give sufficient 
support to a fertile and vigorous intellect, and 
representing a Presbyterianism that has had 
to struggle with the vicissitudes of frontier 
life. Beginning with the representatives of 
the states bordering the Atlantic the black 
frock coat, the old style tie, the close-fitting 
vest, recall the universal costume of the min- 
ister of tifty years ago. As the eye wanders 
away from the coast, the style loses its uni- 
formity and occasionally a coat, a vest and 
even a tie of mixed or varied hue tellsthat its 
wearer comes from the inland and prefers 
comfort of clothing to the unities of uniform. 
Prominent among the gentlemen wio at- 
tracted attention was Dr. Girardeau. of South 
Carolina, distinguished for his talents, his 
works and his personal magnetism. The 
commanding features ofa gentleman from 
Arkansas recalled a stormy period in the his- 
tory of the country—it was Ruling Elder C. 
R. Breckenridge, ason of John C, Brecken- 
ridge, of Kentucky, and a gentleman who, by 
the way, has had a somewhat remarkable his- 
tory. Rev. Dr. A. P. Smith, of fexas, from 
his striking resemblance to our Senator Hill, 
rwwas much noticed by the Georgians present. 
He is a man who carries the unbounded con 
fidence of bis seeticn, and is so positive in 
his views, and nearly right in every- 
thing he undertak+> astocompel acquieseence 
that he has won the name of being the Pres- 
byterian “bishop of Texas.’”’ Older people 
present who had occasion to visit the con- 
federate congress durin the war readily 
pointed out the face of Colowel C.F. Collier, 
of Virginia, by whom also sat W D. Rey- 
nolds. of Norfolk, one of the heaviest cotton 
sh ppersipthe world. A familiar name _ to 
Georgians was that of Rev. FE. C. Goruon, of 
Montgomery, Presbytery But there are so 
many with histories present, that to recount 
them would be interminable. Altogether, 
when fully seated, and preparatory to the 
opening of the session, the assembly had the 
appearance of a body, which for intelligence, 
strong marks of character, earnestness of pur- 
pose, and cool powers oi deliberation, could 
not be surpassed. 
OPENING OF THE ASSEMBLY. 

Promptly at 11 o’clock the moderator, Rev. 
R. P. Farris, D. D., of St. Louis, Missouri. 
took the chair. Prayer was offered by Rev, 
Wm. Brown, D.D., of Richmond, Virginia, 


followed by the singing of a portion of the 
100th Psalm. Rev. R. K. Smoot, D. D., of 
Austin, Texas, read from the 15th chapter of 
ist Corinthians, after which the assembly 
joined in the singing of the 91st Psalm. 

THE SERMON, 

Rey. R. P. Farris, the retiring moderator, 
taking as his text Matthew xxviii, 6, preached 
in refutation. of the prevalent idea that scep- 
ticism had made any inroads upon Christianity 
Like a rock in the centré of the ocean, lashed 


-by the fury of the waves, and yet resisting 


annihilation, the church stood firm. Thougn 
persecuted by devils and men, by Jew and 
Gentile, by social corruption and rancor of 
Godless learning, which sought its overthrow, 
it stands to-day as arock, having for its foun- 
dation Jesus of Nazareth. Granting to scep- 
ticism its fullest possible measure of success, 
allits arguments, all its ingenuity, will fail 
to destroy the church. Fifty men could have 
saved Sodom, even ten. Notwithstanding 
that this small number could not be found, 
it was not until Lot was safe that the divine 
vengeance fell upon the fated ,city; so the 
church will be saved were tpe worst to 
come. But the very. elements’ that 
are being used for the destruction 
of the church are redounding to its growth. 
Denying that skepticism had made any pro- 
gress, the speaker went back tothe first half 
of the eighteenth century, when doubt hung 
asa black pall over the people and_ religion 
seemed to have fled the world. Romanist 
and ritualist alike predicted the utter failure 
of protestantism. The indications of the 
present day are but 4 tithe as compared with 
the facts of the period referred to. Asan il- 
lustration the bishop of Litchfield declared 
that the Lord's day bad become the devil's 
market day. Political life was saturated with 
rottenness and bribery; fashionable life was 
corrupt beyond description. The literature 
of that day presented the moral status of the 
age in which it was written, as witness the 
writings of Fielding, Smollett and others. As 
in Englandand Europeso in the United States. 
Chancelor Kent declared that whenever 
he met a professional man he expected 
to meet an infidel. Professor Dwight gives 
his testimony as to the absence of Christian 
feeling from Yale college. At Bowdoin col- 
lege there was but one Christian. As of the 
Scholars so of the professors. For the most 
part they were unbelievers. In Boston and 
throughout New England congregationalism 
was givihg way before unitarianism. The 
Speaker then drewgthe parallel. between this 
State of affairs when to be an infidel was too 
common to be noticed, with the present when 
to be an infidel attracts notoriety. From 1817 
to 1830, over 6,000,000 volumes of Paine and 
Voltaire were sold in the United States. Duel- 
ing was popular, unchastity prevalent, and 
Sin triumphant. Now over 65 per cent of the 
college students are under positive Christian 
government. The speaker then drew & line 
between honest scepticism and the unreason- 
ing unbelief which does exist at present—the 
hgersolism which indulges in blind hate. ig- 
horant assertion and ingenious pé@rversion. 
ose qualities appeal to the baser part of 
human nature. Then the eloquent passages of 
the great infidel win plaudits from the mere 
Overs of rhetoric. The sceptics put up @ man 
of straw and demolish it, but in doing 
80 like the pope hurling his bull at the comet, 
they have their labor for their pains. Scepti- 
cism need cause no Christian uneasiness—there 
Should be neither fear nor quaking. Let 
Scepticism come at Once into the field of evi- 


ee 


dence, demanding just such evidence ‘as is 
calied for in other matters and under tue 
same limitations and Christianity will put it 
to utter route. There is a pride of learning 
as of wealth, and when it indulges in brawling 
objections it forgets that Christianity is a 
large matter. It is easy for objections to carry 
on a guerilla warfare, but to meet siich war- 
fare is unsatisfactory. Weshould not meet a 
skirmish here and askirmish there, a matter 
as insignificant as picking up pins. Let us 
concentrate the battle. e have a fort—that 
fortis impregnable. If by assault it can be 
taken, let it be taken. If, asscepticism claims, 
we are deceived, I shall weicome defeat. We 
are not deceived; we are able to give the rea- 
son of the faith that is im us. We 
have a_ fort—it is the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. In matters of  busi- 
ness men investigate; they satisfy them- 
selves whether the investment would bea 
safe one. Is the sou] worth less than money? 
Is the whole world a price for it? No. Re- 
ligion is the essence of reason. Come, now, 
and let us reason together. The question is 
not how mercy can allow a sinner to be lost, 
but how justice can allow him to be saved. 
We do not merely believe—we know. The 
resurrection is the fulcrum of Christian evi- 
dence. It has been truly said by an eminent 
sceptic that ‘it is upon an empty tomb that 
the Christians fedind” their church.’ Even 
scepticism admits the fact of Christ’s ex- 
istence. Strauss said that the resurrection is 
either a historical humbug or a verity. We 
accept the issue in this form; we will meet it 
asin any other matter of evidence; and we 
must hold them to the evidence. enan, 
Wall and others all admit that Citrist existed. 
In denying his Godhead they take pains to 
assert their belief in him as a man of the 
highest type of virtue, with every human 
qualification in its perfection. Christ himself 
has declared that he would rise agaiii—hence 
he is hisown witness. The sceptic presents 
him as a perfect human character. That 
makes him acredible witness. We will not 
allow them, as the rules of evidence do not, to 
impeach their own witness, The proof of his 
existence, then, is also the proof of his resur- 
rection. The speaker also introduced the 
apostie Paul as a witness whose testimony in 
a trial would be unimpeachable. His writings 
are as Well authenticated as are the writings 
ofany other ancient writer. He testifies to 
the resurrection. Theargument, then, is this: 
Christ was killed. Did he rise? Infidels ad- 
mit his virtue. He said he would rise. If he 
did not rise then he was a liar. Where does 
this leave the sceptic? Tune speaker then con- 
trasted Christianity with infidelity, whose age 
of reason was but areign of terror. If Jesus 
be not risen there is nothing to love—there is 
everything to hate. There is no light toshow 
tbe way, for there is no Christ, and if there be 
no Christ there is no God, and he who is with- 
out God is without hope. Infidelity is de- 
spair. But there isa God. Jesus of Nazareth 
is his son, and because he lives we shall live 
also. The sermon was listened toe with deep 
attention. 

Quite a number of commissioners have as 
yet failed to arrive, but their names will be 
given as soon as announced. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The moderator then announced the first 
business to be the election of officers. Dr. 
Bryson, of Huntsville, Alabama, placed in 
nomination for moderator the name of Rev. 
R K. smoot, D. D, of Austin,’ Texas. He 
claimed that Texas had not yet been. honored 
by aseatin the chair; that the state was an 
empire in its resources; that Dr. Smoot was 
the pastor at the capital of this vast state; 
that his talents and capabilities well com- 
mend him to the position. The nomination 
was seconded, and there being no other nomi- 
nations, Dr, Smoot was elected by acclama- 
tion. Dr. Farris, in resigning the chair, made 
a few remarks which were suitably responded 
to by Moderator Smoot. 

The next business was the election of a 
temporary clerk, tor which office, on nomina- 
tion by Mr. Veitch, Rev. Franc. Mitchell, of 
Missouri, was elected. This completed the 
orzanization of the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church in the United States for 
1S82. under the following officers: Moderator, 

tev. R. K. Smoot, D. D.; stated clerk, Rey. 
Joseph R. Wilson, D. D.; permanent clerk, 
Rev. William Brown, D, D.; temporary clerk, 
Rey. Franc. Mitchell. 

Rey. Dr. Smoot then announced th e 92d 
hymn, which was sung by the assembly.
